A TAIL OF 4 CASSOWARY, 


Dr. Haase, of the Royal Museum, bas just

was the terror of all the dogs in the locality, and 
when one was seen with about bal! a pound of 


meat ‘missing from one side It could safely bo 
assumed that it had been trespasalog in the 
cassowary’s compound, With its owners, 


gravitated down its -neck—caused it alter 

a while ‘to view hen-fruit . with suspicion, 

Tt got even with its persecator later on, 

however, by swallowing the bigger part of'a 
‘heap of round ticala which he had left on his 
deak, together with allhiskeys. For some time 
thereafter the opulent bird’ was the object of 
much attention on the part of the coolles, but It 
gaveno encouragement—Iudeedit only developed 
its sordid appetite, and took to embezzling fom 
heaps of allver belonging to native clients of the 
firm, whilst they were belng counted out at the 
office door.
